Clark, after com m itting the deed, 
fled to Norfolk, where he was captured on 
Friday last and Sunday he was b rought here, 
strongly manacled. and failed.

A num b er of American doctors who have 
for three years b een practicing their profes­ 
sion in the hospital at Shanghai, China, re­ 
turned recently to this country, b ringing with 
them many curious mementoes of their stay 
in the Celestial empire and many strange and 
am using stories of the customs of the people. 
“ Of course we take the New York papers.” 
said Dr. Park. 
“ We’ve got to do that to keep 
ab reast of the times. 
There are many news­ 
papers in China, b ut they are stale, always. 
Their circulation is small,b ecause the people, 
as a rule, don't like to read. 
The news of the 
day is circulated at the tea-drinking shops in 
all the cities where the people congregate in 
the evening. 
A few who have read the daily 
papers do the talking, the others gathering 
around to hear the news, and all commenting 
upon whatever is of interest. 
“The em press’ foot?” he eoutinued, in an­ 
swer to an inquiry. 
“Oh, yes, it’s of si pretty 
good size; ab out a No. 2, I should judge. 
There have never b oen any clamps on her 
foot. 
But the ladies of the im perial court, 
their little, deformed, shapeless feet are cu­ 
riosities. 
Some of these elegant' ladies came 
to the hospital one day and I had the pleas­ 
ure of showing them through the institution. 
They were accompanied b y num erous attend­ 
ants', whose chief duty seemed to b e to sup­ 
port their mistresses, * for actually the latter 
were not ab le to stand alone, much less to 
walk. 
Their feet. I think, did not exceed 
four inches in length. 
“One night at Soo Chow I was awakened 
b y a loud ringing of gongs.

it that I got up, dressed and went out in the

They patrol the streets at night armed with 
lanterns and gongs, b eating the latter, and 
any offender within hearing of the unearthly 
noise has ample lime for disappearing. 
“In America the Chinese have a reputation 
for thievery; I don’t know why. 
In my ex­ 
perience of them I have discovered that they 
follow the old rule of the horse-tliief, never 
to steal a horse —unless he is the fastest horse 
in the neighb orhood. 
1 mean to say that they 
never steal when there's the slightest possi­ 
b ility of b eing detected. 
W hen they do steal, 
however, they steal systematically and in 
gangs. 
These gangs are all responsib le, and 
are ob liged to the constituted head of the 
profession, called the king. 
He is in with the 
officials of the different cities, and anyone 
fam iliar with the fact and possessed of suffi­ 
cient means need never lose anything in 
China, for all he has to do to secure the re­ 
turn of stolen property is to make these offi­ 
cials a reasonab le offer for it.
